Engineer's Report for 
September. 

An exceptionally heavy fall of rain 
was recorded on Thursday, September’ 
10, the rain gauge showing that 4.74 

ichesifell between 7 p.m. on September 
and 7 p.m, on September 10 and 5.23 
inches between 9 a.m. on September 10 
and 9 a.m, on September 11. 

‘The tideon the 10th wasan unusually 
high one and the two circumstances com- 
bined caused flooding in the low-lying 
portions of the Settlement. Several 
inches of water were standing in some 
of the roadways when the tide was at 
its highest level at about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. The highest levels 
reached by the water were recorded at 
different localities and the figures showed 
that the level reached by the water in 
the ronds was 1 foot lower thin the 
level reached by the water in the 
Whangpoo at The Bund, ‘This goes 
to prove that the flooding could not be 
attributed in any way to the inadequate: 
size of the sewers and that flooding 
under such conditions of tide and 
weather is inevitable.
